The hatching of poultry eggs 
is in pu>gres.s at this Station 
and something al)out the care 
of the eggss aand operation of 
the incubator should be of time 
ly interest for this week’s let¬ 
ter. 

Eggs to be used for hatch¬ 
ing are collected n 0 'ess than 
six times a day to avoid danger 
from freezing during cold weath 
er and to prevent the hens from 
setting of the eggs and possibly 
starting incubation during war¬ 
mer weather Once collected, 
the eggs are stored in the base 
ment where the temperature is 
kpt as nearly as possib'e within 
a range of 45 to 55 degrees F. 
The Poultryman here suggests 
that on the average farm a dry 
dust-proof container in the eel 
lar is probably best for this 
purpose, while behind the kit¬ 
chen ctove is a very bad place*. 
Hatching eggs are not kept 
longer than 10 or 12 days and 
during this time they are tin n¬ 
ed twice a day. This is to prev 
ent the yolk of the egg from 
settling to one side an,) break¬ 
ing into the white that surrouds 
the yolk. 

Eggs used for hatching here 
must weigh at least 2 ounces 
each or 24 ounce,, to the dozen 
and no more than 27 ounces. lAb 
normally large eggs are not us¬ 
ed because they produce large 
soft chicks that seldom live. 
Eggs of irregular shape and 
eggs vth thin or cry thick 
shells are also discarded. Before 
going into the incubator all 
eggs are candled and any that 
show blood spots, meat spots, 
watery whites oi fine hair 
cracks are all discarded, since 
egg s with any ol these defects 
will not hatch. The fertility of 
an egg cannot be determined 
by candling. 

After the incubator lias been 
cleaned out and disinfected— 
and the directions for the Kind 
of disinfectant used are closely 
followed—the icubator is s!fil¬ 
ed, about three days before the 
eggs are to go in, to make sure 
that the machine is operating 
properly before the eggs arc 
set. 

Another point of vital import 
aiuSe is that of providing means 
for maintaining high enough 
humidity in the incubatOI 
prdvent excessive evaporation of 
moisture through the shell of 
the eggs. In the relatively dry 
atmosphere of southern Alberta 
the relative humidity or moist¬ 
ure content of the air is normal 
ly very low, especially dung the 
colder weather whereas eggs 
need what i„ described as from 
50 to (it) per cent reali ze hum¬ 
idity for satisfactory hatching 
Most incubators are designed 
for the more moist atmospheric 
conditions of the east and coast 
areas I up not lor the. dry air of 
this area. Fortunately the extra 
moistuo needed is easily sup¬ 
plied by na ans of a moistened 
pad.

The 
eggs however are not disturb'.-'' 
and the incubator in net opened 
during the first 24 hours f in. o 
this much time is rr del io 
bring the eggs up to th- teu'i er 
ature of the incubator. The ten: 
peature is then adjusted a ' 
near 103 degrees F. .as )>o sih'e 
and for this purpose a te. tcl 
thermomale is 11 ‘d. 

Starting on the third dnv the 
, eggs are turned e <• ** 12 hours 
or twice a day. On the seventh 
day the eggs are candled ami 
all infertile eggs and eggs show 
ing blood rings are removed. 
’ The egas are candled again on 
the 18th or 19th day when r 11 
dead germs are discarded Ai 
this tim<* eggs containing living 
chicks show almost black when 
put against the light of the 


candling lamp. 

On the morning of the 20tli 
day th ( > eggs are turned, water 
is added to the pad and the in¬ 
cubator is closed and kept close,) 
until the morning of the 22iui 
day. It is then opened and all 
chicks that have hatched are 
removed. After the pad has 
hen soaked the machine is clos 
•d up again and left until the 
following morning when any 
chicks that, hatched since the 
morning before are taken out. 
All eggs unhatched al this time 
are discarded. No chicks are 
helped out of their shell be¬ 
cause if they can"t get out 
themselves they are too weak 
to live and make healthy birds. 



GOITRE 


Situated in the front of the 
neck is the thyroid gland. A 
gland is a body organ that is 
designed to produce a partic- 
ulai secretion. Most glands 
poui out their secretions on the 
external or internal surfaces of 
the body, perspiration and sal¬ 
iva being examples of this. Sev 
oral glands, of which the thy- 
roij is one, discharge their sec- 
re|tion direct into the blood 
stream, and are known as duct¬ 
less or endocrine glands. 

If the thyroid gland becomes 
enlarged, it is called a goitre. 
The enlargement may be due to 
any one of several reasons. The 
body requires a certain amount 
of thyroid secretion, nnd if the 
gland is unable to supply it, the 
natural result i s that the gland 
becomes enlarged in its effort' 
to supply the amount of secret¬ 
ion needed. This type of enlarg 
epnent is knon as simple goitre 

The secretion of the thyroid 
gland is essential to the proper 
growth and health of the indiv¬ 
idual The child who is born 
without a thyroid gland is called 
a cretin. lie fails to grow prop- 
oily, and remains dwarfed pliys 
ically and mentally Fortunately 
lie can be rescued from this 
condition by being fed the thy¬ 
roid glands of sheep which sup¬ 
ply what is lacking in his own 
Body. An over secetion acts as 
an accelerator; the human body 
being driven at excessive speed, 
using up unnecessary energy. 

Simple goitre is more common 
in some countries than in oth ¬ 
ers, and in large countries, such 
as Canada, there is a great wav 
iation in its occurrence in dif¬ 
ferent. localities. The disease oc¬ 
curs more frequently in girls 
and women than in males, and 
ilis ren chiefly from eleven I 
seventeen years of age, and 
during or after pregnancy. 

One explanation, and the one 
that is most generally accepted, 
is that simple goitre is due to i 
lack of iodine in the diet. Ap¬ 
parently iodine is requireld by 
the thyroid gland for its proper 
functioning. In certain areas, 
there is little or no iodine in the 
soil, and the water supply as 
well as the foods grown in 
such areas art* deficient in iod¬ 
ine, with the result that there 
is n good deal of simple goitre 
in these areas. Persons living 
near the sea are usually free 
fom simple goitre because of 
their use of seafoods which get 
their iodine from the sea-water. 

All cases of simple goitre 
should bo properly treated, even 
though they cause no sympt¬ 
oms. as Is often the case. TJn 
treated simple goitre rnav pass 
into a more serious condition. 
Exopthalmic goitre, or Graves’ 
disease, may result, it is a mis¬ 
take to attempt the self-treat 
ment of goitre with iodine or 
a.nvthing obe. In Ihc first place 

diagnosis should lie made nnd 
secondly, the advisability of us 
ing iodine in » particular cn=o 
must be decided by the physic¬ 
ian. Furthermore, the amount 
to he used and the period in 
be covered are important nnd 
call for individual consideration.
